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MR. CHURCHILL 
RUNS THE WAR

Winston Churchill's feat of rally- 
ing Britain in the nick of time to 
stand off the German assault is one 
of the greatest personal triumphs in 
British history. The following ar- 
ticle by Jeffrey Mark, a member of 
LIFE's London staff, gives an in- 
timate picture of Mr. Churchill as 
he runs the war from day to day.

He is called every morning at 
7:15, and 15 minutes later rings 
the bell for his servant who 
automatically brings him a box 
of cigars.

Ten o'clock sees 
him up and dressed in shore 
black coat, black waistcoat and 
striped trousers, ready for the 
daily Cabinet meeting around

There are about half-a-dozen 
guests for lunch, which is a 
simple meal of never more than 
three courses. Churchill has 
plain tastes in food. Next to 
oysters (unfortunately scarce 
this season), he prefers cold 
roast beef, and likes to finish off 
a meal with coffee and liqueur 
brandy 

The afternoon is usually spent 
receiving visitors, or at the 
House when the Commons is in 
session. About 6 o'clock, he 
returns to 10 Downing Street, 
undresses and goes to bed for 
three-quarters of an hour or so. 
(Like Napoleon, the Prime 
Minister can sleep anywhere at 
a moment's notice and five or 
six hours sleep a day is enough 
for him. He frequently takes a 
cat nap in his car while being 
driven from 10 Downing Street 
to the House.) 

He gets up refreshed about 7, 
dresses in tuxedo and black tie 
for dinner. A dozen or so se- 
lected guests come—Sir Charles 
Portal, Sir John Dill or other 
Service chiefs, together with 2 
few Cabinet members or promi- 
nent industrialists—with Mrs. 
Churchill as hostess. When the

Churchill's average working 
day is 15 hours and on occasions 
he whoops this up even to 19. 
He has already lost a good deal 
of weight, which pleases him 
He now lives, sleeps, eats and 
works exclusively at 10 Down- 
ing Street. His closest associate 
is brilliant, redheaded Brendan 
Bracken, secretary and brain- 
truster 

Churchill is not a good ex- 
temporancous speaker and all 
his speeches are carefully pre- 
pared beforchand. More often 
than not the firse draft is dicta- 
ted in bed before breakfast 
Later in the morning, while 
Churchill is still in bed, the 
draft is brought in for revision, 
but is usually altered only 
slightly. His dictation is jerky 
and when it happens that he is 
out of bed for the job, he strides 
about the room, cigar in hand, 
occasionally taking a sip of ver- 
mouth and pausing a while to 
“allow thewell tofill upagain,” 
as he puts it 


Once a speech is dictated 
and revised, it remains unal- 
tered, except for an odd phrase 
or two here and there.

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about it, Churchill’s reply 
was, “It’s the worst appoint- 
ment I've heard of since Cali- 
gula made his horse a con- 
sul.” 

Churchill believes in seeing 
things for himself, One day he's 
secretly off co see the anti- 
invasion defenses in the North 
Eastern command. The next 
he's seen plodding along White- 
hall at 6:30 a.m. to see the 
air-raid damage for himself af- 
ter the previous night's havoc. 
Another day he's with the East 
Enders, personally inspecting 
the terrible destruction there 
at first hand—possibly because 
he's heard that the East Enders 
object to being told, by press or 
radio, that “their morale is ex- 
cellent.” 

In this way the figure of 
Churchill with his bow-tie, his 
cigar, his walking stick and 
his hopelessly old-fashioned 
hat, has become familiar to all 
kinds of Britons. The famous 
walking stick is adorned with 
a gold knob and band on which 
are embossed the arms of the 
Spencer-Churchill’s and was 
presented by Edward the Sev- 
enth to Churchill as a special 
gift to “His youngest Minis- 
ter.” His Sandringham hat, a 
flat-topped, slightly tapering 
variety of the hard chimney-pot 
style, is not quite a Sandring- 
ham either. Lock’s, the famous 
old hatters of Se. James's Street, 
who still make out their ac- 
counts in longhand and are dis- 
creetly offended if a customer 
offers to pay in cash, havemade 
Churchill's hats for years and 
say it’s really a combination of 
three Victorian chimney-pot 
styles—the Russell, the Sand- 
ringham and the Cockburn. 
They swear there's not another 
like it in England, and chat it’s 
built from a model of 4o years 
back co Churchill's own speci- 
fications 

The British are becoming less 
and less class-conscious as the 
war months roll along, and it 
may well be that after the war, 
Labor will be the dominant 
force in the country, with only 
men like Ernest Bevin and Mor- 
rison holding high office. But 
during the present critical pe- 
riod, only a man of Churchill's 
special genius and character 
can carry the nation along. 
Englishmen still like a “bit 
of blood or breed” in men as 
well as horses.

‘Most recruits think they will be given a rifle, sent 
out to the front-line trenches to shoot it. Actually, 
although all will be taught to defend themselves, 


more than 50% of them will be given non-combat 
jobs. What each one’s job will be depends on his 
civilian training and talents. There will be places 
for tailors, mechanics, barbers, writers, policemen, 
lawyers, truck drivers, stenographers, doctors, cooks, 
blacksmiths, librarians and many more. 

A recruit is first given an I. Q. and aptitude test. 
‘Then he is assigned to one branch of the service and 
givena 13 to 16-weeks general soldiering course. After 
that, as soon as vacancies occur, he is given a special 
job for which his talents and experience suit him.

American war effort marks time; Italy takes a beating; Hitler’s Europe stews in hatred 


Both the President of the U. S. and the nation itself 
seemed strangely relaxed. Mark Sullivan, stanch Re- 
publican observer, commented on the new kindliness 
and tolerance Franklin Roosevelt was displaying, 
even towards businessmen. It might be, some sug- 
gested, that the President was paying less attention 
to his truculent advisers. It might be, others thought, 
that Roosevelt was no longer concerned with satisfy- 
ing partisan interests but in his third term was look- 
ing with a long view toward the verdict of history 
on his actions, 

However ome the President's mood, some 
things that grew out of it were disquieting. The na- 
tion was clearly not putting all necessary efforts into 
defense, Businessmen were still reluctant to expand, 
worrying about what expansion would do to post-war 
business. Labor was planning to get more of a share 
of anticipated wartime profits. ‘The plight of Britain 
and her cries of distress (see pp. 34 & 33) were gravely 
considered but no speed-up resulted. Congress sat 
around fussing, keeping an eye on Roosevelt lest he 
do something bold. 

‘The President wasn’t idle, He conferred, studied, 
announced, Senators visited him, came out declaring 
that there would be no 
more retroactive taxes on 
1940 incomes. The Presi- 
dent said that there would 
be no new PWA projects, 
that funds would be pushed 
into defense needs instead. 
He was studying carefully 
the problem of preventing 
strikes and sabotage in de- 
fense industry. He dis- 
played mild annoyance 
with Martin Dies whose 
committee published an inconclusive hodge-podge of 
evidence concerning subversive Communist activity 
in the U, S. Premature publication of evidence, 
Roosevelt said, was hampering the work of the FBI. 

Only once was the country given any taste of 
what it would have to give up for a real defense 
program, Air-transport operators were told that 
they would have to do without new airplane engines 
they wanted, because the military needed them more. 
This was a small sacrifice indeed. But it was clear 
that the people would do little until they knew what 
was required, until they realized that, although the 
nation was still at peace, it would have to make 
the efforts of wartime. There was much worry that 
the realization and the effort both might come too 
late. Around the capital went the wry suggestion 
that the President spark off the nation by proclaim- 
ing an “It-is-later-than-you-think Week.” 


RELAXED ROOSEVELT 


Knock Out Italy? Hungry for a victory, Britons were 


crying for a knockout blow against Italy. The Italian 
armies in Albanii 
f 


had been pushed back by the 
cble but courageous Greeks. ‘The Albanians were 
ining the Greeks in guerrilla warfare as snow- 
storms made their mountain passes nearly impen- 
ctrable. The British Navy got in another glancing 
blow at the Italian Navy off Sardinia, claimed to 
have crippled one more battleship. Morale inside 
Italy was lower than ever, demoralized by the de- 
feats, by the shadow of the all-conquering Germans 
and by the Pope's hard words against the Nazi ir- 
religion. Food was low, the British blockade having 
cut off coffee, meat, rubber, jute, oils and fats, cot- 
ton, wool and most cereals. Italians were tired of war. 

‘This may have looked tempting to the British, but 
there did not yet seem to be much they could do 
about it, They sent troops, planes, ships and their 
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Near East Commander, Sir Archibald V 
Greece. But Italy has complete superiorit 
A substantial Italian army under Grazi 
Egypt, in case Britain should divert too much 
inally, Italian Army professionals 
are good and mad at the mess the Fascist amateurs 
have made of the Greek war. They are determined 
to avenge Italy's honor. Last week the Greek drive 
into Albania slowed down somewhat. 


Ferment of Europe. Adolf Hitler's “United Europe” 
from Norway to the Black Sea was an inferno of 
brotherly hatred. In Norway landslides that broke 
the Oslo-Bergen railway in ten places and smashed 
western communications were blamed on sabotage of 
Nazi-hating Norwegians. In Warsaw 500,000 Polish 
Jews were forbidden to come out of a walled ghetto 
without a special pass. In Belgium, Jews were 
quired to wear armbands, whereupon Belgians of 
every creed put on the armbands as a badge of honor. 
In Bulgaria Nazi students were beaten up by a co: 
bination of Communists, Democrats, Agrarians and 
Liberals. Bulgaria put on its first all-over blackout. 
Nazis began agitating against Bulgaria's Premier 
Philoff and Foreign Minister Popoff because they 
are active Free Masons. In France, the Vichy gov- 
ernment staged an exhibition of Free Mason regalia 
to prove that Free Masons betrayed France. Vichy 
sent flying toward Syria a new Commissioner, for- 
lable Jean Chiappe. But the British shot down 

is plane and Chiappe was 


in Rumania. 
the extremist wing of 
theNazilron Guard, called 
Corpul Restetzi, dug up the 
bones of their murdered 
hero, Corneliu Codreanu. 
‘They were so enraged by 
the sight that they rushed 
into Jihlava Prison and 
murdered some threescore 
prisoners “responsible” for the death of Codreanu. 
Others were assassinated at home. ‘Thus murdered 
were twoex-Premicrs, notably Nicolas Jorga, “Teach- 
er of the Nation,” four police chiefs, two ex-Cabinet 
ministers. Jews were murdered by the thousand in 
Ploesti and Galatz. Premier Ton Antonescu did not 
dare arrest any of the terrorists. Rumanian Army 
troops hegan fighting an outright civil war with the 
Iron Guard extremists. Meanwhile the German 
troops already in Rumania looked disgustedly on. 


JORGA 


Green Again. The American Federation of Labor 
ended its annual convention by boasting that it was 
stronger than ever and re-electing mild William Green 


as president for his 16th term. Piously the Federa- 
tion told its unions to eject racketeering officials, gave 
the Federation's executive council power to “apply 
its influence” to this end and then re-elected Vice 
President George Browne, whose theatrical union is 
supposed to harbor some of the worst union racketeers. 

On the vital subject of strikes in defense plants 
Bill Green one day said that labor should retain its 
right to strike anywhere, Next day he proclaimed 
that there should be no stoppage of defense orders 
“for any reason.” While Green was thus double 
talking, the Vultee airplane strike was finally settled. 
‘The strikers got a raise from the company, the com- 
pany got a no-strike promise from the union. 


Wallace to Mexico. Having spent an earnest year and 
a half learning Spanish because he thought it might, 
come in handy some day, Vice President-elect Henry 
Agard Wallace was rewarded for his diligence by 
President Roosevelt who sent him to Mexico City as 
his Ambassador Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary at the inauguration of Mexico's ne 
President, Manuel Avila 
Camacho, Motoring down 
he was greeted amiably as 
he went, stopped in a few 
villages to try out his 
Spanish. 

At the gates of Mexico 
City he and his wife were 
showered with compli- 
ments and confetti, But as 
they neared the U. S. em- 
bassy, a mob of Mexicans, 
Jed by supporters of the de- 
feated Presidential candi- 
date, Juan Andreu Alm: 
xin, stormed down yelling 
“Death to Avila Camacho.” Mr. Wallace was 
rushed into the embassy but reporters in his party, 
including LIFE’s Photographer Carl Mydans, were 
briefly stranded outside while the mob menaced 
them and Mydans took pictures as fast as he could. 
Inside, Mr. Wallace made a little speech in Spanish 
about “good will which shall forever bind our 
countries 

‘The feeling against Vanguis stirred up by Almazin 
manifested itself in signs painted around town— 
“Down with Wallace,” “Don't forget Texas.” Day 
before inauguration Mexican police raided Almazin 
and Communist hangouts, broke up an alleged plot 
backed by “foreign interests” to assassinate the new 
President.

‘Tom Harmon, the year's greatest back, played his 
last game for Michigan against Ohio State, Nov. 23, 
at Columbus, Ohio, For 59 minutes and 22 seconds 
he ran, passed and kicked until his legs were leaden, 
with fatigue and his blue jersey was half off his back. 
He scored three touchdowns, kicked four points after 
touchdown. 

Michigan won 40-0 and when Harmon trotted off 
the field frenzied fans swarmed around him and 
pulled his jersey to shreds.

After 
the military defeat of this state, a complete social revolution 
will follow therein, and the French, who for years have spread 
poisonous and loathsome lies about our nation and our 
Fiihrer, will welcome us as saviors who will deliver them from 
the hell of war. We have many friends in France, in Belgium, 
and more of them in Holland. These friends are not only our 
kinsmen resident there, but also many are members of those 
nations.

LIFE GOES UP THE AMAZON WITH BRAZILS PRESIDENT 


E most Brazilians, President Getulio Vargas had 
never really seen Brazil. On the eve of his tenth 
anniversary as President last month, he set out by 
plane to do so. In 17 days he flew 8,000 miles along 
the jungle belt of the huge Amazon River, over wild 
rubber forests, to the remote Brazil nut hinterland, 
then back over the dry plateau and irrigation dams 
of the northeast and so again to his beautiful, civil- 
ized capital of Rio de Janeiro. With him went 
LIFE's Photographer Hart Preston, who took the pic- 
tures on these pages. ‘The President, a small man, kid- 
ded LIFE’s photographer, a tall one, about his size.

KONOYE OF JAPAN 


in Nov. 25 in a modest dwelling in the fishing village of Okitsu, a group of 

Japanese noblemen stood silently around the bed of a very old man. The 
physicians shook their heads. Presently word spread from one end of the 
island empire to the other that the Old Man of Okitsu was about to dic. 
The Emperor in his palace in Tokyo sent a ceremoniously dressed messenger 
to the little fishing village, with gifts of fruits, soup and milk. That evening 
the old man died. 

This sad milestone was one for which Japan has long been preparing 
The Old Man of Okitsu—gr-year-old Prince Kimmochi Saionji—was one of 
the most tremendous international figures the rgth Century produced. As 
one of the chief creators of modern Japan, friend of three emperors, famous 
maker of Cabinets and the greatest single factor in Japanese politics for two 
generations, Saionji had been practically a personification of that amazing 
era in which his country spanned in one stride the space between medievalism 
and world power. The moment at which his death cut the last living tie 
between the Japan that Admiral Perry discovered for the world in 1853 and 
the modern Japan of Axis politics was appropriate. At Saionji’s funeral—che 
most elaborate held in Tokyo in this century—there stood this week his friend 
and protégé, Japan's 49-year-old Premier—Prince Fumimaro Konoye. Saionji, 
the leader of old Japan, was his country's greatest liberal. His chief mourner, 
the leader of new Japan, is the man who, on Sept. 27, 1940, formally joined 
Germany and Italy in a pact designed to break the power of the world’s 
remaining democracies. 

‘As Prime Minister of Japan, Prince Konoye heads a nation which is called 
fascist or totalitarian but which still calls itself a constitutional monarchy. 
‘As head of the administration of a great aggressive empire, he can make 
decisions that would carry the horrors of Europe to Asia's shores. He can 
unleash the dogs of war in the South Pacific to plunge upon Hong Kong, 
Singapore, the Netherlands Indies. He can confront the U. S., across 5,000 
miles of deep blue ocean, with bitter, tangible realities. Will he do it? Before 
the answer is found another question must be asked: Who runs the Japanese

Empire? The Emperor, to be sure. But everyone knows that the Emperor of 

Japan is a divine, rather than a political, being; he blesses, butneverlays down, 

the law. The question, who is the power behind the throne, is shrouded and 

obscured by a constitution that is one of the cleverest documents ever drawn 
up. Facts answer the question in a more convincing way 

The Congress? No. True, all adult males go to the polls and elect their 
representatives, and their representatives put on their morning coats and 

board the train for Tokyo to play constitutional government. This they did 

for the first time in 1890, Buc in the half century that has gone by since then, 

they have not represented anyone. Everybody knew that the two great par- 

liamentary parties, the Seiyukai (“Those interested in constitutional govern 

ment") and the Minseito (‘‘Democrats"’) were embarrassed, corrupt and 

inefficient bodies, without principles, programs, platforms. A government 

that had managed to get along without a parliament for over 2,000 years 
could well afford to ignore them. Whenever Congress kept heckling the 
Cabinet, Congress had to go. This has happened more than once. 

The Cabinet? No, Cabinet ministers are individually responsible to the 
Emperor who appoints them. Collectively they are responsible for whatever 
they decide in their secret Cabinet meetings. Bue their collective authority 
can be torpedoed by the Admiral who heads the Navy, or shot to pieces by 
the General who heads the Army. Both these gentlemen are full-fledged 
members of the Cabinet—as Minister of the Navy and Minister of War respec- 
tively. Theirs is the fateful privilege of a personal audience with the Emperor, 
anytime. If they happen to disagree with their civilian colleagues in the 
Cabinet, the Cabinet has to go. This has happened more than once. 

The Army? No. True, Japanese khaki-clad generals enjoy immense power; 
for the last decade they have used it ruthlessly and unscrupulously. Still there 
are certain checks that can balance them. Whenever Army hotheads go hay- 
wire and sacrifice national interests for the interest of clique or clan, wise 
" civilians in the Imperial Palace know how to calm them down. This, too, 
has happened more than once. 


i ionji, patron of Konoye, was last of powerful elder statesmen, a democrat and 
man of peace who linked the feudal and modern Japan in his 91 years. Last week he died.

Power, then, can be wielded effectively only by a man bigger 
than the political parties, bigger chan the Cabinet, bigger than the 
Army. The strategic position for such a man is the premiership. As 
Prime Minister of Japan, Prince Fumimaro Konoye is the works. 

Konoye’s pedigree goes clear back to Japan's divinity, When, 
2,600 years ago, the first God Emperor descended to earth to 
found and rule Japan, Konoye’s ancestor descended with him as his 
chief attendant, His name was Amenokoyane, and he established 
the great and flourishing Fujiwara clan, whose first historically 
authentic human descendant was granted the purple robe by one 
emperor some 1,300 years ago. Konoye owns this ancestor's diary; 
collectors would gladly pay $12,000 a page for it. Pretty soon the 
Fujiwaras, adroit and erudite courtiers, thought it advisable to 
elevate the Imperial Person to the "Shelf of Blue Clouds," and to 
do the actual ruling themselves. This they did successfully, des- 
potically and luxuriously for four centuries. As Emperor-makers- 
and-breakers they could proudly say of themselves: “The moon 
changes every month; but I am Always the Full Moon.” A dispute 
with the military made one of them resign the Regency and take 
the name Konoye. That was in 1202, The Konoye branch has 
been the leading of the five Fujiwara lines ever since, next to the 
dynasty, Japan’s first family. 


He has unique lineage 


Three important facts result from chis unique lineage: 1) To 
the Japanese people, Konoye is a divine being, almost like the Em- 
peror. (Biologically speaking, his blood is cqual to the Emper- 
or’s; for the last thousand years or more, all empresses were chosen 
from his clan.) 2) The Prince enjoys the rare privilege of enter- 
ing the Imperial Palace any time. 3) Like his civil, civilized 
and civilian ancestors, Prince Fumimaro Konoye is not a mili- 
tary man. 

Fumimaro was born in Tokyo in 1891. His mother died a week 
after his birth. His father, Atsumaro, one of the outstanding staces- 
men of “awakening” Japan, died 13 years later. There was no 
money left; the father’s political ambitions had required entertain- 
ing on a royal scale. Now, without mercy, creditors and “friends” 
claimed their pound of flesh. Family treasures had to be sold to 
appease them. The young Prince, head of the country’s most illus- 
trious family as a youngster of 13, grew surly. In his own words: 
“This bred in my youthful and susceptible mind a tendency to defy 
injustice in the country. Iwas a gloomy youth throughout my stu- 
dent days, with an inclination to read extremist literature from 
Western Europe.”” 

Like all young noblemen, young Fumimaro was sent to the Peers” 
School in Tokyo. He enrolled at Tokyo's Imperial University in the 
fall of 1914 when the first rumblings of the World War reached those 
distant shores. To him this was more than the clash of nations; it 
was the beginning of the social revolution he had read about. He 
wanted to know more about it. So he left Tokyo in a hurry and 
went to Kyoto to receive the doctrines of Marxism straight from 
the horse’s mouth—the horse, in this case, being the famous Profes- 
sor Kawakami, long since jailed for dangerous thoughts. Alert and 
mildly pink, the Prince amused himself by reading Tolstoy, by 
writing for a Leftist magazine (long since banned as dangerous) and 
by translating, into stilted Japanese, some of Oscar Wilde's more 
wicked works. On the campus he managed to be one of the boys. 
His muscular and, for a Japanese, unusually long legs made him a 
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good sprinter and long-distance runner. He even organized a fra- 
ternity called the White Hakama Band which soon dominated the 
campus, Upon his graduation from the Law and Political Science 
Department, he published a dissertation that was slightly unortho- 
dox: it dealt with the principles that govern peace and happiness 
among men and demanded a new social world order that would give 
equal opportunities to the have-nots among the nations. Nobody, 
in Japan, paid any attention to it. 

What is che use, thought Prince Konoye. His own people were 
not interested in his ideas. He was born to the purple, judged by his 
blood, not brains. Disgusted, he decided to shed the purple, renounce 
his title, emigrate to America where people were judged by what 
they could do. He went to say goodby to his father's grand old 
friend, Prince Saionji. “Your Excellency," said the Grand Old 
Man to the lad who was his junior by some 4o years, “you cannot 
do this.” 

Konoye did not go to America, He went, instead, to Paris, as 
personal companion of the Grand Old Man who headed Japan's 
peace delegation, Somehow, word had got around among the 
British and French delegates that this young diplomatic supercargo 
was the author of a distinguished dissertation on a new social world 
order. They were all glad to know him. He went home to Japan, 
his ego gracefully lifted. 

There he took his inherited seat in the House of Peers where he 
became known as a good listener. He seldom spoke up. He had 
nothing to say. But he took it all in, and his aristocratic colleagues 
had a sneaking suspicion that an acutely caustic mind was working 
full speed behind that supercilious front. They came to call on him 
in his private home; first few, then many. They came, politicians, 
officials, soldiers, financiers: the array of shoes left on the polished 
threshold of his house grew bigger and more varied every day. 
The Prince squatted on the matted floor of his living room, with 
half-closed eyes. He was a good listener. “You ought to be Prime 
Minister," said one of the visitors, Baron Tanaka. ‘The Premier- 
ship is yours for the asking."’ The Prince laughed it off. He was 33 
years old then. 


“What they say Is very interesting” 


When he was 42 his colleagues in the House of Peers, whose aver- 
age age was 60, elected him President of that body—the post his 
father had held before the Russo-Japanese War. Still the Prince took 
no active share in politics. He was a gentleman, and divine, When- 
ever he did act, he much preferred to act behind the scenes. It is said 
that in disputes between his aristocratic upper house and the plebe- 
ian house of representatives he used his influence to have the Peers 
comply with the wishes of the lower body. Ie is also said that 
he was the dynamo in the successful campaign for universal manhood 
suffrage. He held some honorary positions besides, such as the 
presidency of the Society for International Cultural Relations, and 
the stream of visitors continued unabated. In the pile of shoes on 
his doorstep, one could spot more of the clumsy rough-leather kind 
—the kind they use in the Army. Young officers came to see him, 
came to discuss their grievances and their plans for a bigger, better, 
more divine and more nationalistic Japan. ‘What they say is very 
interesting,"’ Konoye would tell the big-business friends of hi 
‘apart from the question whether their opinions are right or wrong. 

Apart from the question whether their opinions were right or 
wrong, the impetuous young officers at about that time began to 
shoot their way into Japan's political arena. In 1932 they killed 
Prime Minister Inukai because he did not believe that Japan ought 
to annex China. Inukai’s Cabinet was the last of the party govern- 
ments, based upon the support of a Parliamentary majority, the 
British way. After his death, the experiment was not repeated. 
The premiership, from now on, was a job for outsiders; outsiders 
with a flawless reputation, little or no alignment with parties, 
groups or cliques, no ax to grind; outsiders who were agreeable to 
those clumsy rough-leather shoes; outsiders like Prince Konoye. It 
was a whisper first, and then a clamor: Konoye for Premier! Only a 
few die-hards raised their bushy eyebrows, mumbling that such a 
job would oblige the Prince to “engage in dishonorable struggles 
with political parties” —unfair to divine ancestors! 

In 1936 the Okada Cabinet was machine-gunned out of business by 
those interesting young officers. Dark blood trickled into the snow 
lon Tokyo's streets the morning of Feb. 26. It was an unheard-of 
thing, in discipline-ridden Japan: this was not the deed of individual 
firebrands; a substantial section of Tokyo's garrison had mutinied 
|to demonstrate its disapproval of the government's “'weak-kneed"”

policy. The nation’s strongest pillar, the Imperial Army, showed a 
deep, alarming crack. The Empire itself was at stake. Where was 
the “outsider” whose stout prestige could prop up the cracking 
structure? The clamor was universal: Konaye for Premier, 


The Emperor is told “No” 


Emperor Hirohito talked to him in the palace. He commanded 
him to form a Cabinet. Prince Konoye had another sip of green tea, 
looked at His Majesty with that supercilious and slightly bored 
expression, and said "No."’ It is the only case on record—no one 
else has ever said “No” to the Emperor of Japan. 

The reasons for his audacity—after all, he left an empire in the 
lurch—are not quite clear. Perhaps it was because 1936 was the 
Year of the Rat in Japan, because he wanted to let the rats do some 
more eroding along the rotting planks till he could take over a clean 
structure. Perhaps it was because he foresaw the Army's next step, 
murder in China, and because his name was too good to cover that. 
Perhaps he said no, like Hitler four years before him, because he 
wanted all or nothing. Whatever it was, it took the Emperor well 
over a year to work his whimsical relative around to accepting the 
job—a job which, by that time, had become endowed with wider 
and more hard-hitting authority. 

It was during the delicate negotiations preceding his premiership 
that, for the first time, Prince Konoye's enigmatic character revealed 
itself in the flesh. He has been puzzling the world ever since; he is 
puzzling the world today. What kind of man is this Konoye? 

The psychoanalysc’s answer would be that Prince Fumimaro 
Konoye is a hypochondriac—a man given to that ‘morbid condition 
of the mind in which the individual feels himself afflicted with vari- 
ous diseases."" Indeed, his hypochondria offers a key to his political 
personality. Like all hypochondriacs, he loves to talk about his 
health, His favorite subject of conversation is his frail constitution. 
But if you ask Dr. Miyagawa, his physician, he will tell you that 
the Prince is in excellent shape. Have a look at the patient: with 
his 5 fe. 1x in., which make him stand out as a giant among the 
litele sons of the Rising Sun, with his solid 155 Ib. of flesh and mus- 
cle, with his grand white teeth, he docs not look a bit sickly. 

Yet Prince Konoye is known to have been taken ill more often 
with prolonged colds, sudden attacks of fever, inexplicable spells of 
heatstroke—inevitably coinciding with extremely momentous politi- 
cal developments outside his bedroom. If an important mecting is 
scheduled, no one knows whether it will be held: Prince Konoye

might send word that he is ill again. In his personal life, he is 
equally meticulous. He sprinkles alcohol on apples before taking a 
bite while playing golf. He scurries away from the green and runs 
for shelter when he hears the faint rumbling of a distant storm. He 
hates dogs. He dips fresh strawberries or raw fish, a Japanese deli- 
cacy, into boiling water first, to sterilize them. He likes sumo (Japa- 
nese wrestling) buc only attends the matches wearing an antiseptic 
mask to keep him from inhaling a germ in the crowded circus. 

Nothing is fundamentally wrong with his physique. True, he got 
a pretty close call some 17 years ago. Ac the time of the great earth- 
quake, which razed the better part of the capital, Konoye was in 
Tokyo, in the thick of it. He was not hurc. But his family was in a 
summer resort some 80 miles away; communications were completely 
disrupted. Konoye fought his way out of the blazing inferno, 
reached the countryside, kept plugging forward, on foot, part of the 
way in the boxcar of a freight train. He got there, But he remained 
an invalid for more than a year. He says he has never quite recovered. 

Well—he has. Bue what hypochondriac would admit it? The 
Prince is supersensitive and nervous. An artistic strain runs in the 
family. His brother Hidemaro, one of Japan's most distinguished 
musicians, was the first to establish a modern symphony orchestra 
in Tokyo; a few years ago he conducted, with much applause, the 
Philadelphia Orchestra in Washingcon, D. C. His other brother, 
adopted into the family of Uncle Mizutanigawa, is a poet in his own 
right. The Premier shares their nervous make-up; his temperament 


is artistic. His sensitivity keeps him awake at night; his insomnia « 


is painfully authentic. 


He uses ten different sleeping potions 


He keeps formidable stores of pills and medicines near his bed—ten 
different kinds of sleeping potions, in fact, for each of the ten times 
he claims to wake up at night. Sometimes, when he faces his Cabinet 
for vital discussions, he begs the honorable ministers to leave him 
alone; he suddenly remembers that he needs a nap, to make up for 
lost sleep. He is known to have canceled important appointments 
and disconnected all telephones because he felt that nodding urge. 
He has slept through some of Parliament's most heated battles. 

The best hours of his working day are spent in bed. There he 
reads, holds conferences, listens to the radio and even looks at 
movies. There, with delight, he munches his breakfast: tea and 
toast, no chopsticks. Apart from such preference for the horizontal 
position, the Prince lives like any Japanese aristocrat, only more 
so. His home life is modest and does not lack dignity. His diet is 
essentially Japanese—rice and much seafood—but he occasionally

indulges in a ‘*Western-style’’ meal with remarkable appetite. He 
shaves at home, but gocs to the barber twice a week. He drinks 
and smokes'moderately. He dresses extremely well. 

There are things about Konoye that strike his Japanese friends 
as peculiar. His sense of humor, for example, is odd—as that of 
most hypochondriacs. He takes pleasure in referring to his wife ai 
the “boss of the family," an absurd and not very funny remar 
Japanese cars. His practical jokes are embarrassingly un-Japanese. 
‘Not long ago, at a highly formal party, he showed up in his wife's 
evening gown; his wife wore his suit. At a masquerade in 1937, 
he appeared as Hitler, mustache and all, thinking nothing of the 
political repercussions. 

Although his married life is happy and gives no reason for the 
malicious Japanese brand of gossip, his marriage was not a strictly 
Japanese affair. Konoye had seen the girl on a crowded street car 
‘one day when he was still in college and decided to marcy her. 
Fortunately, her father was a viscount. Of their four children, the 
eldest son, Fumitaka, is best known to Americans. He is a big, 
burly chap who has not inherited the father’s neurosis, Konoye 
sent him to Princeton to give him the benefit of a Western educa- 
tion, At Princeton, Fumitaka became “Butch,” decorated his room 
with Esquire cartoons and golf trophies, and flunked the finals. 
He’s in the army now. 


He comes to power his own way 


When the Emperor, not discouraged by Konoye's first “No,” 
asked him again to become Prime Minister, on June 1, 1937, no one 
was surprised co see the Prince go through the motions of a very 
thorough physical examination. Then he said yes, not so much 
because he thought he was in good health but because he was 
intrigued with the job of ordering naughty army boys around and 
of going down into history as the savior of his country. 

He went into the business of government without exposing him- 
self to unnecessary wear and tear. Instead of forming a Cabinet by 
way of innumerable, drawn-out conferences, he merely lifted the 
receiver of his telephone, held the wire for two days and emerged 
with Japan's first “telephone Cabinet.” He addressed the nation 
over the radio; instead of indulging in the tiresome, oblique and 
sacerdotal lingo prescribed for such occasions, he spoke plain Japa- 
nese. And, surprisingly, everybody was delighted. Not even those 
dyed-in-the-wool conservatives objected: this was just the kind of 
stuff that had to be presented to a nation which showed the first 
signs of restlessness at this crucial juncture of Japan's history. The 
smell of impending catastrophe was in the air. Would the new 
Prime Minister like to move into the bomb-proof residence that had 
been built for his predecessor? Oh, no said he, such environment 
would make him much too gloomy. Promptly, a month after his 
appointment, the guns went off in China. 

Since then, the lackadaisical aristocrat has been steering his nation 
through the crucial years of a colossal war, and he has done rather 
well for himself. If most of the world’s hypochondriacs, content 
with the petty attention that is the reward of their neurosis, prove 
unable to tackle the major problems of life, here is one who has 
been impressively successful. 

From the beginning, he was against an Armageddon which was 
bound to leave Japan prostrate, her manpower exhausted, her re- 
sources gone. He, like his civil ancestors, was not a military man. 
He did not want war. In hectic midnight conferences with the 


Hypersensitive about germs, Prince Konoye wore this respirator while attending his 
beloved sumo (Japanese wrestling) shortly hefore becoming Prime Minister. To insure 
cleanliness, he always sprinkles apples with alcohol, dips raw food in boiling water. 


Emperor, with the Cabinet, with the general staff, he argued against 
it. He produced a new and brilliant idea: blitzkrieg. "The situation 
can be settled—ie can be settled Jocally,"” Five crack divisions would 
be catapulted into north China, would gain a quick and easy victory 
before Chinese re-inforcements arrived. Meanwhile, the civil Prince 
would himself fly over to China and have a talk with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek—a talk which would lay the foundation for a 
broad, permanent settlement of the relationships between the two 
countries 

But the five crack divisions never arrived. Army headquarters in 
Tokyo were not anxious for a local settlement. Thus, within a week, 
a war was started which was to involve 500,000,000 people. Prince 
Konoye never went to have that talk with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. 


“The Prince is not a man, he is a mirror” 


Clearly, the future of Japan hinges upon Konoye’s relationship 
with men in khaki uniforms and heavy boots. Will he be able to 
restrain them? Army officers, as everybody else, are puzzled by the 
political and psychological enigma that he presents. Among them- 
selves, behind shut paper doors, they will say, "’The Prince is not 
a man; he is a mirror."’ This, in a country which has attached 
magic value to mirrors for centuries, is almost a compliment. What 
they mean is that Konoye reflects the opinions of those who stand 
in front of him—that he has no opinions of his own. 

This is precisely the impression that he manages to convey. Out- 
wardly he is a man without opinions. His mind, as his physical 
appearance, is elegant and lax. Ie would bore him immensely co 
formulate his convictions in an argument. He is a great listener and 
a great drifter. In the one dilemma that involves the very fate of the 
empire, the argument between the forces of democracy and anti- 
democracy, the Prince seems unable to take a stand. 

Few suspect the formidable intellect, the profound Oriental 
shrewdness that lurks behind the slick surface of Mirror’ Kon 
In Japan's now permanent national crisis which burdens him with 
an uncomfortable amount of responsibility, his pet neurosis comes 
in handy, He uses it with the dexterity of a magician, and it always 
works. During the 19 months of his first premiership the generals 
got some vicious laws passed by the Diet—laws that handed the 
delicate machinery of the state over to the military, to play with. 
Konoye put his stamp on them. But twice, during the most criti- 
cal debates in Parliament, he went to bed and stayed there until 
the uniforms and the morning coats had fought it out among 
themselves. 

From the day of his appointment he kept telling everybody in ear- 
shot that he was not going to be Japan's Premier long. He had to 
work hard, get out of bed early, attend long and boring meetings, 
spend hours on end in conference with the Emperor. He did not like 
it, did not attempt to conceal his disgust with the unexpectedly 
heavy burden. He complained to his friends that he was losing 
weight rapidly. They did not let him resign: the moody civilian 
was the only outsider big enough to rule the motley roost of party 
politicians, palace intrigants, jittery financiers and cocky Army offi- 
cers. When he did resign (because of noisy dissent between uniforms 
and morning coats) after the fall of Hankow, everybody knew that 
he would have to come back. And, sure enough, after a few stop-gap 
Cabinets had stumbled off the stage, the generals came to see him 
again and said that there would be no more quarreling between the 
luniforms and the morning coats from now on. As a matter of fact,

there were no morning coats left to argue. Would he please lend his 
aristocratic purple once more as impressive background for a strong 
national government? 

Said the Prince: “Your war machine has bogged down in China 
and your victories have brought this long-suffering nation to the 
brink of catastrophe. Why should I assume responsibility for a 
mess that is of your making?" ““Because,"’ said the generals, “‘this 
country needs a new structure and you are the only man who can 
build ir."* 


“| have no confidence in myself” 


Since the end of July 1940, the Prince has been back behind the 
brown brick walls of the Premier's official residence, not far from the 
Imperial Palace, where clipped evergreens put accents on the lawns 
of the walled front yard, where droves of guards examine the ap- 
proaching visitor, where hidden machine guns forestall unpleasant 
surprises. “Courage!” said his friends when he moved in again. He 
shrugged his shoulders. “Courage? I could go to the front and fight 
and die courageously. But I am called upon to solve the political and 
economic problems of this nation, and courage alone won't do. 
T have no confidence in myself.” 

Mark those words. They reveal the man Konoye. Hypochondria, 
after all, is not a disease; it is a symptom. Back of such morbid 
ostentation there is a mind rorn by tragic conflict. Konoye’s intel- 
ligence, his upbringing, his blood, rebel against the stupid and 
intolerant course to which the majority of his compatriots now seems 
committed, He caustically discounts the blessings of True Nippon- 
ism, of an Asiatic Monroe Doctrine, of studied contempt for the 
Western world. He can see c> :istrophe looming at the end of the 
long road. But he also knows that it is too late to curn back. 

Temperamentally, his inclinations are with the West. As a 
youngster, when he could well afford to be unorthodox, he was ag- 
gressively receptive to Western ideas. For a while, even the life of a 
nondescripe immigrane in the U. S. seemed more desirable to him 
than a glamorous carcer in prejudice-ridden Japan. It stands to rea- 
son that he has not changed inwardly. He still uses American hair 
tonic and he speaks English more fluently than German. In 1934, 
when Japanese-American relations were mildly strained, the Prince, 
then President of the House of Peers, went to Washington to pro- 
mote good will. He talked to Roosevelt, met Herbert Hoover, 
Thomas Lamont, Colonel House. He had lunch with Cordell Hull 
and liked him but later stated that it had been difficult to under- 
stand his colloquialisms. 

Even his Asiatic policy has shown an undertow of reason. After 
his futile effort to prevent a major war with China, Konoye made 
several shy attempts toward a partial peace. In 193g, between his 
two terms as Premier, he personally arranged for “‘traitor’” Wang 
Ching-wei, the puppet-clect of the Japanese Army, to be spirited to 
Tokyo after his dramatic escape from Chiang Kai-shek's Free China. 
The two men closeted themselves in the house of Konoye’s mother 
and, with thin brushes and many sheets of thin rice paper, they 
engaged in a correspondence that lasted all afternoon: they could 
not speak each other's language, but they could read each other's 
script. Mr. Wang had tears in his eyes when he wrote down “It is a 
tragedy for two Oriental nations ro be struggling against each 
other,”” at the end of that extraordinary pantomime. Then, Mr. 
Wang went back to China to rule the “conquered’’ area for his 
Japanese masters. But there was no peace. 

Indeed, it seems hopeless. The war is in its fourth year and, wich 
a million Japanese casualties, there is still no end in sight. Within 
Japan, there is the sullenness of growing despair. There is the 
‘nuisance of government decrees, regulating people’s lives; there is 
the burden of rising prices for food, shelter, clothes, rent; there is the 
scarcity of milk, coal, cotton cloth and living space; there is the 
fatigue of long working hours; there is the fatigue of a long war. 

Can the languid aristocrat behind the clipped evergreens of the 
Premier's residence bring salvation? Prince Konoye straggles on 
toward a goal which he himself does not desire. He straggles on 
without confidence in himself, without confidence in the future of an 
Empire which he is privileged to lead. Seventy-two million subjects 
look up to him with burning eyes: they trust him. There is magic in 
his name and there is hope in his divinity. Hope for what? Konoye 
listens to the tramping of those heavy boors and he escapes into 
the spinsterish routine of his hypochondria. 

Meanwhile, he gives the nation the show which it demands, and 
things are taking their totalitarian course. The political parties, 
with the dagger already sticking in their waists, have gracefully 
completed their hara-kiri. The Minseito, Japan's last and largest 
political party, announced its own death a fortnight after the 
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Prince was back at the helm. When the generals asked him for the 
“New Structure,” the fabulous white rabbit that seemed to be 
sitting somewhere in Konoye's hat, he went about producing it with 
the prescribed hocus-pocus. First, he appointed a Preparatory Com- 
mitcee for the New National Structure, consisting of 26 members 
from all walks of life. Then he told them that they would have to 
evolve something that was “essentially natio: “Fascism?” 
some one asked; "a single part} jot exactly,"” said the Prince. 
“That system considers the state and the party as one and the same 
thing, and views opposition to the party as a revolt against the 
state. No matter what brilliant results such a system may have 
reaped in other lands, it is not acceptable to Japan. In Japan it is 
the privilege of all His Majesty's subjects to assist the throne and 
that privilege cannot be monopolized by a single individual or a 
single party."” No one, at this, was greatly disturbed. For, indeed, 
the existence of one party or of 20 parties in Japan will make no 
difference whatever. Everyone knows that the New Scructure will 
look very much like Mussolini's corporate state. Everyone knows 
that the experiment with parliamencarism, begun a year before 
Fumimaro Konoye was born, was officially discarded during his 
second term as Premier. 


“We can pick up the spoils” 


And then, last fall, the insatiable generals came and asked for a 
military alliance with the strong men of Europe. The weak man 
of Japan made a flabby effort to argue them out of their enthusi- 
asm. “Most respectfully disagree,”” the generals said; “‘as part of 
the Axis we can pick up the spoils of the French and Dutch and Brit- 
ish Empires. We can, at last, establish a Greater East Asia. Indo- 
China and the Netherlands Indies and HongKong will be ours for 
the asking. They will be ours despite Mr. Hull's annoying collo- 
quialisms.”” 

The alliance with Germany and Italy was duly signed. To em- 
phasize the importance of the pact, the Emperor himself gave it 
his blessing. Japan was solemnly united with the forces bent on 
driving democracy from this planet, and ic was dubious whether 
she could ever again embark upon a policy of goodwill and friend- 
ship with her neighbors in the Pacific. While European dictators 
shook the hands of Japanese ambassadors, sleck Japanese battleships 
were straining on their anchor chains, steam up. 

Japan's plunge down to the totalitarian side of the fence came 
as a bitter disappointment to Saionji—the last of many that the 
grand Old Man of Okitsu had to face. It may have hastened his 
death. For years, he had been watching the failure of the ideals for 
which he stood. He had withdrawn into the privacy of his cottage 
by the sea, had.not visited Tokyo since 1936. Gradually, he had 
loosened his grip on the political machinery. His death came as 
the death of an idea rather than of a person. Whatever comes, 
Konoye has now to see it through alone. 

Prince Fumimaro Konoye, the gentleman, the hypochondriac, the 
aristocrat without opinions, has shouldered the responsibility for 
an act which was to lead his country into the camp of the bar- 
barians. Will he go one step further and, under the roof of the 
New Structure, assume the role of dictator? His friends doubt it. 
Gentlemen, they say, make poor dictators.

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EMBRYOLOGIST TRANSPLANTS 
CHICKS’ LEGS, WINGS, EYE 


He: the simple, single-celled egg elaborates itself into 
skin and bone, nerve and muscle, gland and alimentary 
tract, and into such a precise and specialized organ as the 
eye, is a mystery common to all living organisms. Much 
light on the mystery is shed by experiments on the chicken 
egg, whose embryological development may be easily ex- 
posed forstudy. At Washington University, St. Louis, Mo., 
which has become one of the nation’s centers for research 
in physiology, Dr. Viktor Hamburger studies chick embry- 
ology by means of microsurgery on the living embryos. 

Each egg embodies within itself the factors and princi- 
ples that will make it a chick or a man, In its first few 
hours, the architectural plan of the chick embryo is laid 
down and the different parts are assigned definite tasks 
to form head, wing, tail or eye. It is this process of dif 
ferentiation that is the subject of Dr. Hamburger’s study. 

From « bryo, Dr, Hamburger amputates the bud 
that is to develop into a wing or a leg. ‘Transplanted 
to another embryo the bud continues its development. 
Drawing nourishment from its host, the bud develops into 
a normally shaped wing or leg. ‘The transplanted mem: 
ber, if placed correctly, even attracts fibers from the 
central nervous system and becomes in way but 
the functional an integral part of the body of its host.
